18 DEAD, 7 INJURED 
N OIL PLANT BLAST 
AT WYOMING TOWN 


Trapped on a Tower, 90 
Feet High, One Man 
Leaps Into Flames. 


DETONATION WAKES 
RESIDENTS IN AREA 


Nearly Every Window of-the 
Model Concrete. Settle- 
ment Is Wrecked. 


Parco, Wyo., April 6 (By A. P:).— 
Sixteen workmen were killed and 
seven others were injured by an ex- 
plosion and ensuing fire at the re- 
finery of the Producers & Hefiners 
Corporation here early today. 

Damage to the plant was estimateid 
tonight at between $500,000 and §81,- 
000,000. Nearly every window in this 
model town of concrete buildings was 
wrecked by the terrific blast that 
wrecked a high-pressure still and scat- 
tered blazing oil about. 

Awakened by the detonation, resi- 
dents rushed to the plant to find it 
a mass of flames, but succeeded in res- 
cuing a few of the injured workers. 

The majority of those killed died 
almost instantly. The bodies of all 
were badly charred. 


Two Trapped on Tower. 


Two of the men were trapped on top 
of a 90-foot delphlegmeter tower, where 
water is separated from the oil. R. 
N. Sherman jumped to escape the 
flames, which had heatted the steel 
tower to a white heat, but landed in 
the seething furnace of the burning 
still below. 

William Dodd, the other worker, 
clung to his perch on the tower and 
the rescuers found his charred body 
when the steel had cooled sufficiently 
to permit climbing it.

Two Explanations Offered. 


Two reasons unofficially were ad- 
vanced for the explosion, one that there 
was too much or too little pressure in 
a chamber of the high pressure still, 
or that the intense heat, 2,000 degrees 
fahrenheit, had sprung the still. The 
explosion in the chamber set fire to 
nine other stills and two storage tanks. 
The flames were subdued after firemen 
from Rawlins joined the local fire- 
men. Officials of the company had 
not decided what caused the accident. 

An investigation was started by M. 
E. Pickett, Carbon county coroner. 

The disaster, it was estimated, will 
cost the State of Wyoming between 
$75,000 and $100,000 in compensation 
paid the widows and orphans of those 
killed under the State’s compensation 
law. 

Nearly all of the victims were mar- 
ried men with children. 

The explosion was the first serious 
mishap since Parco was established 
by Frank Kistler, founder of the Pro- 
ducers & Refiners Corporation, nearby 
2 years ago. Mr. Kistler built the 
town aS a community center for em- 
ployes of the company. It followed the 
Spanish style of architecture and was 
composed of permanent business and 
residence structures. 


Michigan Votes Lash 
For Bank Robbers 


Lansing, Mich., April 6 (By A. P.).— 
The Michigan house of representatives 
today passed a bill authorizing the 
whipping post for bank robbers and 
later attached a similar amendment to 
senate bill providing life sentence on 
charges of breaking and entering 
armed. 

The bill provides that from ten to 
twenty lashes “on the bare back” well 
laid on, may be administered every six 
months of imprisonment. The maxi- 
mum is set at.300 lashes. 


3 Shot in Attempt 
To Dynamite Dam 


Marked Tree, Ark., April 7 (By A 
P.),—An attempt to dynamite the locks 
and dam near here which would have 
resulted in the flooding of the town 
was discovered by guards last night. 
Discovery was followed by a pitched 
battle in which thre persons were 
wounded.

Chicago, April 6 (By A. P.).—Rid- 
ing the trucks of a crack Union || 
Pacific passenger train, the first 
transcontinental tramp cat arrived 
in Chicago today. The animal 
boarded the train at Ogden, Utah, 
or some point west of there, and 
refused leave its berth on the 
trucks, until the run was com- 
pleted. 

First official notice of the cat’s 
presence was taken when the con- 
ductor wired C. J. Collins, general 
passenger agent at Omaha, it was 
riding the car “Mesquite.”

Previous plans called for a special 
meeting of the mayor and town council 
Saturday night to consider the appoint- 
ment of a new police force. Three rob- 
beries of Riverdale stores yesterday 
morning showed the need of an im- 
mediate steps for police protection of 
the town and the special meeting was 
called for last night.

ACCUSED UNMOVED; 
HIS WIFE IN TEARS 


Slayer to Be Kept in Jail at 
Fairfax; His Counsel 
Will Appeal. 


(From a Staff Correspondent.) 
Fairfax Courthouse, Va., April 6.— 
Louis S. Boersig was found guilty of 
murder at 4 o'clock today. and) was 
sentenced to die in the electric chair. 
Thus—assuming that all appeals 
fail—the Commonwealth of Virginia 
will do to Boersig what it was once 
feared that mob violence would do. 
Boersig, whose defense was bad liq- 
uor and a bad memory, was charged 
with four separate crimes—the killing 
of T-year-old Loretta Ridgeway, the 
killing of her sister, 6-year-old Kath- 
leen; assault on their mother, Mrs. 
Minnie Ridgeway, and the theft of the 
family savings of $83. 


Electrocution Delayed. 


Boersig heard himself condemned to 
death without so much as the batting 
of an eye. His lawyers, however, seem- 
ed crushed. The two young men, 
Frederick Flynn and Lindsay Carne, 
were trying their first important case 
and the result was a severe blow to 
them. 

Flynn announced that ke would ap- 
peal the case to the Virginia supreme 
court of appeals. In order to give him 
time for this action, Judge Howard B. 
Smith postponed the electrocution of 
Boersig from May 7 to June 7. 

The verdict was reached in a room 
in the courthouse that had been con- 
verted into a temporary hispital. 
Eleven of the jurors were sitting 
down, while the twelfth lay on a cot. 

This juror, John M: Plaskett, 60 
years old, suffered three heart attacks 
during the day and halted the triai 
as many times. He was first stricken 
about 11 o’clock. He recovered, how- 
ever, and asked ‘that. the trial go on. 
He was next strickn at 12 o'clock, just 
as the case was about to be given to 
the jury. This time the attack was 
serious. He was carried to “The Tav- 
ern,” across the street, and treated by 
Dr. Ford Swetman. 

While the eleven jurors were waiting 
for Plaskett to regain his strength, they 
went to the Fairfax cemetery to attend 
the funeral of Charles Stuart, who died 
Sunday at the age of 101. Mr. Stuart 
was the oldest man in northern Vir- 
ginia, and well remei..bered tne stage 
coach that ran between Washington and 
Fairfax. 


Insists on Taking Place, 


At 3 o’clock Plaskett insisted on go- 
ing ahead with the trial and he was 
assisted into the courthouse. Just as 
the lawyers were preparing to make 
their final arguments he slumped 
down in his chair and trembled from 
another attack. He was taken to the

Tossed Lighted Match Into 
Oil-Covered Water After 
Quarrel, Is Charge. 


NEW MACHINE AWAITED 


Apache Lodge, Roosevelt Dam, Ariz., 
April 6 (By A. P.).—Undaunted by the 
burning of his monoplane, the Santa 
Maria, on the waters of Roosevelt lake 
here today, Commander Francesco de 


‘Pinedo, Italian long-distance flier, an- 


nounced tonight he would obtain a new 
plane and continue his four-continent 
tour. 

Commander de Pinedo intends to re- 
sume his flight just as quickly as he 
can arrange for a sister ship of the de- 
stroyed Santa Maria to be sent to the 
United States from his native Italy, he 
informed the Associated Press tonight. 

The statement was made after he had 
been told of Assistant Secretary of War 
Davison’s message that an American 
army airplane was at his disposal if 
he desired it. 

“I appreciate very much the kind 
offer, for which I send my heartfelt 
thanks,” said Commander de Pinedo. 
“But I am waiting a few days for an- 
other similar plane, to arrive in New 
York from Italy, with which I expect 
to continue my program in the United 
States. 

“I am deeply touched by this proof 
of the friendship of the United States 
government and I beg you to inform 
your government to accept my kindest 
regards.” 

A thoughtless boy and a match caused 
the destruction of the big seaplane 
after the aviator had flown it across 
the Atlantic ocean, risked his life soar- 
ing over the wilds of South America 
and brought it here against great odds 
in making hops by inland waters en 
route to the Pacific coast.

EXPULSION IS SEEN; 
NEW COMPLICATION 


Russian Attaches Are Carried 
Away, Some Struggling 
and Kicking. 


Peking, April 6 (By A. P.).—A raid 
by northern soldiers on buildnigs at- 
tached to the soviet embassy here and 
the detention at a hotel of two Amer- 
ican journalists, one a woman, who are 
known to have incurred the displeasure 
of the northern command by contribu- 
tions to hostile publications, today in- 
troduced new international aspects to 
the Chinese civil war imbroglio. 

Both the raid, which resulted in the 
removal of 22 Russians and about 50 
Chinese, described as agitators, from 
the embassy compound, and the deten- 
tion of the Americans, were conducted 
by representatives of Marshal Chang 
Tso-Lin, the Manchurian war lord who 
is commander of the northern forces 
defending Peking. <n 

Peking was still agog with excite- 
ment this evening over the raid which 
began this morning and was still in 
progress tonight with the search of 
various buildings within the embassy 
compound. The soviet embassy proper 
had not been entered tonight, but it 
was stated that the soviet authorities 
regarded the premises raided as part of 
the embassy. Consequently the keen- 
est speculation existing regarding the 
repercussion at Moscow and the Man- 
churian frontier. 

No Charge Against Writer. 


The Americans detained in an en- 
tirely separate incident were Mrs. Mil- 
dred Mitchell, formerly of San Francisco 
and Honolulu, and Wilbur Burton, both 
of whom are connected with publica- 
tions which have been accused of hos- 
tility to the northern cause. Although 
no formal charge against them has 
been announced, both were detained 
under surveillance by agents of Mar- 
shal Chang Tso-Lin, at the Hotel Du 
Nord; which is outside of the legation 
headquarters. 

It is believed that the Americans 
will be allowed to leave Peking shortly. 
No accusation against them had been 
received tonight at the American lega- 
tion through which any such charges 
would have to be made. 

Mrs. Mitchell has been editor of the 
Chungwel News Agency, which once was 
of a Sino-American character, and 
later served as an organ of Gen. Feng 
Yu-Hsiang, who is an active opponent 
of Chang Tso-Lin. Not long ago the 
American legation withdrew its protec- 
tion from the Chungwei agency on the 
ground that it was circulating pro-Can- 
tonese and anti-British propaganda. it 
was stated that recently she had ar- 
ranged to leave Peking to join a Can- 
tonese news agency at Hankow.

Leningrad, April 6 (By A. P:).—lLen- 
ingrad is believed to have shattered all 
records, Russian or foreign, for drunk- 
enness, suicides and murders. During 
one week recently the record figure of 
5,124 persons arrested for drunkenness 
was reached. 

At the newly established government 
institute for the cure of inebriety and 
the drug habit, long lines of men, 
women and even children wait daily 
for treatment. The waiting list num- 
bers many thousands and extends into 
June, 

There are seldom less than three 
murders a day.

PHILIPPINE PLEBISCITE 
[9 VETOED BY COOLIDGE 


Vote on Independence Would 
Not Be Convincing, He 
Tells Legislature. 


AGITATION IS ASSAILED 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Any prospect of immediate Philip- 
pine independence was killed yesterday 
by President Coolidge in a veto of the 
proposal of the insular legislature for a 
plebiscite on the question. The plebis- 
cite bill had been vetoed by Gov. Gen. 
Wood, but the Philippine legislature 
passed it over his veto. The action of 
Mr. Coolidge definitely shelved it. 

Criticizing the plebiscite suggestion. 
as well as agitation for immediate in- 
dependence, which also was opposed by 
Carmi Thompson, special investigator of 
the President’s in the Philippines, Mr. 
Coolidge expounds his views at consid- 
erable detail in a 2,000-word message to 
Gen..Wood. The President summarized 
his reasons for opposing the measure as 
follows: 

“The plebiscite, under conditions 
provided, or in fact, now possible, would 
not accomplish the stated purpose. The 
result of the vote would be unconvinc- 
ing. It might create friction and dils- 
turb business, slowing down progress. 
It might be taken to mean its approval 
by the United States or as an act likely 
to influence the United States. 

“Finally, I feel that it should be 
disapproved because it is a part in the 
agitation in the islands which, by dis- 
couraging capital and labor, is delaying 
the arrival of the day when the Philip- 
pines will have overcome the most ob- 
vious present difficulty in the way of 
its maintenance of an unaided govern- 
ment. The people should realize that 
political activity is not the end of life, 
but rather a means to attain these, 
economic, industrial and social con-

No official: report in regard to the 
raid had reached the State Department 
from Minister MacMurray at a late 
hour, but there is little doubt in offf- 
cial circles that this violation of the 
diplomatic sanctity of the embassy af- 
fords the Moscow government cause for 
protest and that it conceivably could 
be an overt act which might result in 
drastic action by the soviet government 
by way of reprisal. 

References in press accounts that au- 
thorization for the raid was obtained 
from the Peking diplomatic corps are 
not understood in Washington unleés 
they have to do with the question of 
obtaining permission from the corps 
to enter the compound. Washington 


was evident that they found it difficult 
to believe that the Peking diplomats 
had authorized forcible entrance of any 
diplomatic mission. 


Boxer Protocol Provision. 


The provision of the Boxer protocol 
of September 7, 1901, under which 
presumably the Peking authorities 
would find it necessary to ask permis 
sion of the diplomats in order to enter 
the legation compound is article 7, 
reading as follows: 

“The Chinese government has agreed 
that the quarter occupied by the lega+ 
tions shall be Considéred as one specifi- 
cally reserved for their use and placed 
under their exoludivé control, in which 
Chinese shall not have the right t 
reside and which may be made de- 
fensible.” 

The same article also authorized 
maintenance by each legation of an 
armed guard, and it is on the strength 
of this provision that American marines 
have been kept on guard at the legation 
ever since 1901. 

While the Peking incident afforded 
ground for much speculation as to its 
possible political consequences, official 
advices regarding conditions at Yangtee 
river ports where American refugees are 
concentrating for evacuation, continu- 
ed to paint a gloomy picture. 


Situation Is “Very Bad.”

BALL BILL PROVIDES 
FOR TRIAL JUSTICES 


Permits Town ~ Officials 
Appoint Them; House 
Action Needed. 


(From a Staff Correspondent.) 
Richmond, Va., April 6.---The senrie 
today adopted with only one dissenting 
vote a resolution by Senator Bali, of 
Arlington county, providing, for the In- 


troduction of a bill which would au- 
thorize town officials to appoint trial 
justices. The measure is designed par- 
ticularly to take care of the sftuation 
at Potomac, where the American Auto- 
mobile association has been vontesting 
the right of the town mayor to act as 
judge.

TELLS HOW QUARREL 
‘x ENDED PARTNERSHIP 


Woman’s Visits to Campbell 
Carrington’s Apartment’ 
Building Related. 


Chicago, Ill., April 6 (By A. P.).— 
A lifelong partnership of brothers, 
split by a quarrel centering about the 
wife of one, was described in circuit 
court by Col. Edward C. Carrington, 
New York lawyer, in his suit for di- 
vorce here today. 

He and his brother, Campbell Car- 
rington, whom he names as corespon- 
dent, in all their years of law prac- 
tice never had a quarrel of any con- 


sequence, over fees, arrangement of 
business or pleasure, until difficulties 
arose over his wife, the colonel testi- 
fied. 

The fifth witness to take the stand 
in the trial which opened today, Col. 
Carrington graphically described find- 
ing a letter from his brother to Mrs. 
Anna Walsh Carrington, defendant. 
The discovery, he said, was. made at 
the Carrington camp at Saranac lake, 
N. Y., and on returning, the colonel 
said, he found his wife and Mrs. Ge- 
rard Foster, of New York city, hastily 
searching for something. He told 
them if they were looking for a letter 
from Campbell Carrington, he had it 
in his pocket. 


Letter Is Admitted. 


He asked Mrs. Foster to go home, 
the colonel testified, and with dliffi- 
culty prevented his wife from com- 
mitting suicide when he refused to re- 
turn the letter, which ended: 

“I would give anything, darling, to 
have you in my arms and to hold you 
real tight. I am terribly hungry for 
you, and it seems like you have been 
away from me for years. Are you go- 
ing to arrange some way to see me 
when I get back, or are you satisfied to 
go on without seeing me? 

“All my love’‘and a million kisses.”’ 

The letter was admitted in evidence 
after a wrangle between George L. 
Schein, attorney for Mrs. Carrington, 
and Paulus Koenig, of counsel for 
Carrington. 

Col. Carrington, as he _ testified 
glanced occasionally at his wife, who 
displayed but little nervousness. 


Wife Stuck to Mother.

POINCARE DEFEATED

Two Stern Rebukes by Court 


Sapiro, Rankling Under Long 
Questioning, Angrily De- 
fends Governor. 


AGAIN BLAMES LOSS 
OF POSITION ON FORD 


in Effort to Put an End 
to Wrangling. 


Detroit, April 6 (By A. P.).—Side- 
lights held the interest today in Aaron 
Sapiro’s $1,000,000 libel suit against 
Henry Ford as the eighth day of cross- 
examination labored through the rou- 
tine of ascertaining from Sapiro the 
names of farmers’ cooperatives with 
which he had been affiliated and the 
fees he received. 

There was criticism of a Republican 
presidential possibility by one from the 
Democratic ranks when Senator James 
A. Reed, of Missouri, chief of the Ford 
counsel, assailed Frank O. Lowden, for- 
mer governor of Illinois, “as a capital- 
ist,” and as “the son-in-law of Pull- 
man, of the Pullman Car Co.;” two 
stern rebukes from the court, and a 
renewed assertion by Senator Reed that 
Sapiro accepted employment by two 
bodies and played them against each 
other for his personal gain. 

For the second time since the trial 
started, Sapiro testified specfically that 
the alleged libellous articles printed in 
Ford’s Dearborn Independent caused 
him to lose a job and the income it 
had netted him, by pointing out the 
fact that he is a Jew and seeking to 
connect him with an “internationa! 
Jewish conspiracy to control agricul- 
tural products.” 

At adjournment the opposing attor- 
neys had instructions from Federal 
Judge Fred M. Raymond to select a 
representative each to go over journals, 
ledgers and other volumes of the book- 
keeper’s craft and agree upon a set of 
figures that could be submitted as evi- 
dence rather than have Senator Reed 
occupy further days in an effort to 
draw them from Sapiro. 

Lowden Is Named. 


Lowden’s name came into the case 
when Senator Reed in asking for a list 
of national organizations Sapiro had 
represented mentioned the National 
Wheat Growers advisory committee, 
formed at Chicago in September, 1923, 
at a meeting called by Judge R. W. 
Bingham, of Louisville, Ky. 

Senator Reed found a number of 
urban names listed and _ scornfully 
asked of each: “He’s not a wheat 
grower?” 

Arriving at Lowden’s 
paused and then with 
manded: 

“And Gov. Lowden; 
any wheat, did he?”’ 

Sapiro heatedly flashed his reply:

ANCIENT DOME IS FOUND 


Cairo, Egypt, April 6 (By A. P.).—The 
ministry of public works issued a report 
today regarding the excavations carried 
on during the past three months at 
Sakkara; near the step pyramid and the 
ruins of Memphis. 

The report alludes to the discovery 
by Cecil Firth, some days ago, of an 
ancient tomb in the wall about the ster 
pyramid. It says search still is con- 
tinuing for the entrance to the tomb 
itself, which the builder carefuliy con- 
cealed. ; 

Further details are furnished by the 
report regarding the explorations by 
Austrian scientists at the pyramids of 
Gizah, where many tombs of the fourth 
dynasty were discovered. One of them. 
dating back to about 3,000 B. C., has a 
dome of a type previously unknown be- 
fore the Roman era. This tomb con- 
tains painted limestone images of its 
owner, 

It appears that the builder of the 
tomb was one Senab, a fabulously 
wealthy dwarf who was superintendent 
of dwarfs in charge of the royal ward- 
robe.

PACT WITH HUNGARY 


Treaty, Not to Be Registered 
at Geneva, Opens Door to 
Secret Diplomacy. 


RECOURSE TO HAGUE 
IS RENDERED REMOTE 
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Swiss President Is Chosen to 
Name Commission on 
Conciliation. 


Rome, April 6 (By A. P.).—Fascist 
Italy has decided to try to replace what 
is termed here the “Wilsonian Method” 
of guaranteeing European. peace by 
what is termed the “Mussolinian 
Method.” 

This conclusion was drawn in politi- 
cal circles tonight from the text of the 
treaty of friendship, arbitration and 
conciliation between Italy and Hungary, 
which was signed in the Chigi palace 
last night and which differs significantly 
in three respects from the large nurnber 
of similar treaties concluded recently 
between Italy and other European na- 
tions, 

These are, first, that the treaty con- 
tains no provisions for registration with 


the League of Nations; second, that it 
reopens the path for the official 
restoration of “secret diplomacy,” and, 
third, that it renders remote any ulti- 
mate recourse to the international 
court at The Hague for settlement of 
international disputes. 


Innovations in Appendix. 


The text of the main treaty, in its 
failure to arrange for registration of 
the League of Nations, as was done in 
the recent Italo-Albanian and Italdé 
German treaties, does not differ irom 
similar pacts, but a long appendix 
regulating the method of conciliation 
and arbitration offers a number of in- 
novations indicating a departure from 
the league’s methods of peacemaking. 

In the first place, the president of the 
Swiss confederation will be invited to 
appoint the members of a special Italo- 
Hungarian commission of conciliation, 
composed of one Italian, one Hungarian 
and one neutral. Should either party, 
within three months, appeal for concili- 
ation by the other party, this commis- 
sion will have the fullest powers for 
carrying out an inquiry into the dispute 
and will have the right to call upon 
both nations for evidence. 

The written or oral testimony of wit- 
nesses and experts will be governed by 
the regulations of The Hague conven- 
tion of 1907. The commmission also 
will have the right to visit the places 
involved in the dispute, and its work 
will be secret unless it decides other- 
wise, with the consent of both parties. 
In the event that a compromise can not 
be reached the dispute will be handled 
by a tribunal to be appointed by both 
nations. 


Hague a Compromise Step.

MISSING AVIATORS FOUND 
DEAD IN WRECKED PLANE 


Missing Aero Is Half Buried 
in California Marsh When 
Forced Down. 


MAIL SACKS ARE INTACT 


San Francisco, April 6 (By A. P.).— 


The bodies of Edward Neher, air mail 


pilot, and Alfred Schaller, his passenger, 
were found today, near Gustine, Calif., 
in the wreckage of the plane in which 
they started early Sunday morning from 
Fresno for San Francisco. 

The fliers apparently were instantly 
killed when they crashed into a marsh 
on the grazing lands of Merced county 
in the darkness of early morning. Word 
of the finding of the wrecked plane 
came from a cowboy. 


Fliers, who had searched for the miss- 
ing plane since Sunday, were rushed to 
the scene. 

In a depression on the rolling plains, 
half sunken Min the marsh, lay the 
wreckage, and beneath it were the bod- 
les of the fliers. The men were killed 
when the plane, forced to land on un- 
known territory at night, struck boggy 
ground and nose-flopped with sufficient 
violence to tear the wings from the 
fuselage and the engine from the frame. 

In Neher’s hand was clutched a flash 
light. His arm, hanging over the side 
of the cockpit, indicated that he had 
tried to illuminate the ground beneath 
the descending machine when the crash 
came. The pilot was crushed beneath 
the engine. The bodies were extricated 
with difficulty and removed to Merced 
for an inquest. 

Ten mail sacks, two marked for San 
Francisco, three for Portland, three for 
Seattle and two for Medford, Oreg 
lay in the mud beside the plane. They 
had been tumbled from their fireproof 
compartment, which was rent: asunder 
in the crash, and outside of a soaking, 
were undamaged.

FOR THE NEW.MAYOR 


Chicago Full of Rumors as to 
Appointees; School Head 
May: Fight. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Chicago, April 6—The election of 
William Hale Thompson as mayor of 
Chicago by a plurality of 83,072 over 
William E. Dever, Democrat, puts a 
damper on the presidential aspirations 
of Frank O. Lowden, former governor 
of Illinois. Complete returns from yes- 
terday’s balloting gives Thompson, 512,- 
740; Dever, 429,668, and Dr. John Dill 
Robertson, the “people’s ownership” 
candidate, only 51,209. A total of #93,- 
617 votes were cast, the largest ever 
polled in the city’s history. The cffi- 
cial canvass was started today and Mr. 
Thompson will take over the office of 
mayor on April 18. 


In Thompson’s alliance with Senator 
Charles S. Deneen, Roy O. West and 
former Attorney General Edward J. 
Brundage, the Republican county ma- 
chine, now controlled by Thompson, 
State's Attorney Robert E. Crowe and 
Homer J. Galpin, becomes linked with 
President Coolidge’s presidential aspira- 
tions. Thompson has already pledged 
the support of his organization tc At- 
torney General Oscar Caristrom for th? 
Republican nomination for governor in 
the April, 1928, primaries, against Gov. 
Len Small. Carlstrom Was one of the 
main supports of Thompson on the 
platform during the campaign. 

One of the chief results of the elec- 
tion probably will mean that Lowden 
will go into the Republican convention 
with a hostile delegation from Iilinois 
under the direction of Senator Deneen 
and the Thompson-Crowe-Carlstrom 
combination. 


Admits Deneen’s Control. 


This probability has been forecast

MacDonald Opens Debate. 


Debate on the Chinese situation was 
opened by Ramsay MacDonald, the 
labor leader and former premier, who 
declared that the sending of troops to 
Shanghai had considerably increased 
Great Britain’s difficulties in negotiat- 
ing with the Chinese and had not in- 
creased the security of British lives out- 
side of Shanghai. 

Mr. MacDonald asserted that no one 
could honestly say exactly what had 
happened at Nanking without making 
an investigation, and he strongly urged 
that the Nanking situation be ap- 
proached by the inquiry method. 

Advocating calling on the League of 
Nations to smooth out the difficulties 
in China, he declared that the only 
way to remove’ Chinese distrust of 
Great Britain was to go straight ahead 
with the recognition of the inde- 
pendence of China as a self-governing 
country. 

Declaring that not only China, but 
the whole of the East was akakening 
and that it would be necessary for the 
West to adapt itself to the changed 
conditions. He added: “It is a prob- 
lem of political adjustment. * * * 
The less we have to do with soldiers 
the better for us.” 

After Sir Austen had made his re- 
ply, various laborites expressed their 
views in opposition to the government’s 
policy. Then former Premier David 
Lioyd George, the liberal leader, arose 
and remarked that Sir Austen’s task 
was difficult and that he and his 
friends had no desire to embarrass the 
foreign secretary with further discus- 
sions in view of the pending note or 
negotiations on the Shanghai incident.

PADEREWSKI ACCUSED 
OF INSULT TO KING 


Didn’t Stand on Platform as 
Governor General of 


Australia Entered. 


London, April 6 (By A. P.).—Ignace 
Jan Paderewski, former President of 
Poland and famous pianist, says a Mel- 
bourne dispatch to the Daily Express, 
has been accused by Lord Stonehaven, 
governor general of Australia, of insult- 
ing King George. The governor general, 
the dispatch says, bases his charge on 
Paderewski’s action in ignoring the 
governor’s request that he stand on the 
platform when Lord Stonehaven, who 
is the king’s vice regent in Australia, 
entered the hall where the pianist was 
giving a recital. Paderewski came on 
the platform only after the governor 
general had entered. 

Lord Stonehaven, in a message to 
Paderewski, is said to have informed 
him that his attitude was an insult to 
the king. Paderewski replied that the 
king was the last person he would 
think of insulting. 

Paderewski met and conversed with 
the Duke of York several time during 
the present tour of the king’s son. 


ENGLISH ECONOMIST 
ASKS LOWER TARIFF 


Sir George Paish Tells Cool- 
idge That Debt Revision 
Also Is Needed. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Revision of the war debt settlement 
and the tariff rates and a reduction in 
reparations payments were declared 


necessary yesterday by Sir George Paish, 
English economist, who called on Presi- 
dent Coolidge. 

Sir George, who was presented to the 
President by Henry Chilton, counsellor 
of the British embassy, declined to say 
what answer he received from the Pres-

The Englishman described America’s 
war debt settlements as “very generous” 
when considered as purely commercial 
transactions, but in the long run they 
will not be beneficial to this country, 
he argued. Europe is unable to pay, he 
said, adding that the world was sick and 
permanent health could not be restored 
until all portions were improved.

When Boersig descended the steps in 
the courtroom after hearing the sen- 
tence, his face bore the same enigmatic 
expression that it had borne through- 
out the trial. Newspaper reporters, who 
had been barred from the jury room, 
tried in vain to read the verdict in his 
eyes. ; 

Later, in the courtroom, Boersig was 
ordered to stand up while Judge Smith 
again read the verdict and imposed the 
sentence. His small and ordinarily fur- 
tive eyes were fixed on those of the 
judge and not once did he falter. 


Courtroom Hushed. 


Sheriff Harvey Cross had previously 
announced that anybody who made a 
demonstration when the verdict was 
announced would be arrested. Conse- 
quently, there was a hush over the 
court at the time. 


“Death is too good for that devil,” 
George Ridgeway said afterward. 


Visiting attorneys marveled at the 
swiftness with which the trial was con- 
ducted and showered praise on Judge 
Smith and the opposing counsel. 

Boersig’s death, assuming the sent- 
ence is carried out, will pay for the 
lives of the two Ridgeway children, but 
at the same time it will make his wife 
a widow and his four children orphans. 


Ridgeways In Court. 


Mrs. Boersig, who has remained faith- 
ful to her husband, was at the court- 
house throughout the trial. Always her 
eyes were damp with tears and there 
was a choke in her voice when she 
tried to talk. Both George Ridgeway 
and Mrs. Ridgeway, parerfts of the two 
slain girls, were in the courtroom when 
the verdict was announced. A look of 
satisfaction came to their faces as it 
was read. 

Boersig will be kept in the Fairfax 
jail for the time being. Although the 
jail is a fragile one, authorities no 


longer fear that an attempt will be 
made to lynch him. 
Representative R. Walton Moore, who 


lives in Fairfax, was an interested spec- 
tator at the trial. At its conclusion 
this afternoon he issued the following 
statement: 

“This case illustrates how the crimi- 
nal law is enforced in Virginia. A 
murder is committed on March 4 and 
the case is finally disposed of on April 
6. The indictment was quickly found, 
the jury promptly selected. The case 
was carried on in strong contrast to 
the absurdities and dallying which s0 
commonly mark criminal procedure in 
some other localities. 

“There was some talk of lynching 
following the commission of the mur- 
der, but the expertence in Virginia is 
that that sort of thing rarely occurs, 
due to the fact that it is well under- 
stood that official action will be swift 
and vigorous.

AMERICAN INVESTMENTS ABROAD. 


American investments abroad are increasing 


rather than decreasing. According to the De- 


partment of Commerce they increased 72 per 


cent during the first three months of 1927, as 
compared with the first three months of 1926. 
Foreign securities purchased by American 
vestors during the first quarter of 1927 
amounted to more than $360,715,000, against 
$209,762,000 in the first quarter of 1926. 

American money invested in foreign securi- 
at the end of the first of 1927 
totaled 211,900,000,000, divided as follows: 
$3,200,000,000. in Europe, $4,700,000,000 in 
Latin America, $3,100,000,000 in Canada and 
$900,000,000 in Asia and the rest of the world.

IN HALL OF FAME AT LAST. 


It is only a coincidence that the Atlantic 
fleet will be anchored on May 5 in the North 
river, New York, opposite University Heights, 
where rises Manhattan’s hall of fame. That 
is the day agreed upon for the placing in the 
hall and the unveiling of the bust of Admiral 
Farragut, whose fame as a naval officer is 
unsurpassed by that of any other American. 
More than 140 ships, comprising battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers, airplane carriers, subma- 
rines, and chasers are now headed northward 
and will drop anchor in New York at just the 
right time to add eclat to the ceremonies that 
will attend the unveiling. It is expected that 
the affair will be marked by the presence of 
every navy officer of command rank who may 
be on duty in the East at the time, as well as 
all those now living who served during the 
civil war, wherein Admiral Farragut won his 
fame. 

The placing of the bust in the hall of fame 
in 1927 is another evidence of the long time 
required in a republic to discover the qualities 
of men who have distinguished themselves in 
the making of history. David Glasgow Far- 
ragut was born in 1801, and died at the age 
of 69 in the year 1870. From the time of his

CUBA’S PROROGUE BILL. 


The people of Cuba are agitated over the 
proposal to extend the present terms of the 
senators and representatives. A 
bill called the “‘prorogue bill” has passed the 
house of representatives and is expected to 
pass the senate and receive executive approval, 
notwithstanding growing popular opposition. 
Under its provisions the term of the president 


would be extended from its present length of 
six years to eight years, giving President Mach- 
ado four more years of power: The terms of 
senators would be extended to twelve years, 
and the terms of representatives to eight years. 
in the meantime no elections would be held. 
“The argument advanced in behalf of this 
proposed suspension of popular suffrage is 
that elections in Cuba give rise to disorders 
and dangers of revolution. The objections to 
it are. of course, that the present administra- 
tion is seeking to perpetuate its power and 
that, if the precedent is once made, elections 
will be suspended hereafter at the pleasure of 
any party that happens to be in power. The 
advocates of the prorogue bill insist that Cuba 
is in bad shape economically and that Presi- 
dent Machado should have a free hand to com- 
plete his reform policies without the dis- 
turbance and uncertainty of a national 
election. 

Appeals have been made to the United 
States to exert its influence against the pro- 
legislation. Ambassador Crowder is 
said to have advised against its enactment. 
No comment appears to have been made by 
President Coolidge or Secretary Kellogg on 
this subject, but it is expected that the matter 
will be discussed when President Machado 
visits Washington this month.

RULES FOR DUCK HUNTERS.

Scant teaspoon vanilla. 

Add the rice and salt to the water 
in a’ double boiler and when they are 
hot add the milk and then the sugar. 
Keep at the boiling point until the 
rice is cooked and then turn into a 
bowl. Beat the yolks of the eggs until 
they are thick and lemon-colored and 
add them very slowly, not faster than 
a tablespoon at a time, and stir the 
mixture well after each spoonful is 
added. Then add the whites that have 
been beaten stiffffid dry. These may 
be added at one time. Turn into a 
mold that has been well buttered and 
bake in a moderate oven until souffle’d. 
Cool and serve with apricot sauce. 


Apricot Sauce. 

Rub enough apricots through a sieve 
to give three-fourths of a cup of the 
pulp, and add to this pulp three- 
fourths of a cup of cream that has been 


\ beaten to a stiff froth. Sweeten this 


sauce to taste with confectioners’ sugar 
and serve with puddings requiring a 
fruit sauce. 


Apricot Turnovers. “ 


This receipe requires puff paste, the 
recipe for which I shall give before the 
turnover, as it is not as commonly 
used as is the plainer sort of pastry. 


Puff Paste. 


2 cups of pastry flour. 

14 cup of lard or Crisco. 

14 teaspoon salt. 

1 cup butter. 

Little ice water. 

Sift the flour into a bowl and cut 
into it the lard and the salt. Keep 
at the cutting process until these in- 
gredients are very, very finely mixed 
and then blend in the water; working 
it about with the hand very lightly 
until the whole is well blended. Then 
cut the butter into the paste just as 
the lard was cut into it, and when it 
is thoroughly blended work the whole 
very lightly up into a lump.

Appointment of a school architect, 
who would be responsible for the phy- 
sical plans of the District's school sys- 
tem, was recommended by the District 
of Columbia Public School association 
last night in the boardroom at the Dis- 
trict bullding. 

A resdlution requesting the bureau of 
efficiency to make a study of the need 
for such an official was adopted. The 
association recommended also that the 


school architect employ in his office a 
landscape engineer who would be re- 
sponsible for the appearance of the 
school grounds. 

The recent report of Dr. Willlam C. 
Fowler, health officer, relative to the 
condition of schools and playgrounds !n 
the District was ordered referred to the 
bureau of efficiency. Members of the 
association deplored the condition of 
many Of Washington playgrounds. It 
was deciared that it is impossible for 
children to play upon sections of the 
Blair and Hayes school playgrounds be- 
cause they are under 2 feet of water. 

Dr. Joy Elmer Morgan, editor of 
The Journal of the National Educa- 
tion Association, declared that schoo! 
children of today must be confronted 
with problems to solve now so they will 
be able to meet similar problems in 
later life. 

He outlined the growth of the school 
systems in this country, and declared 
that he believed that in 1940 seven 
million students would be. studying 
in the high schools and colleges of 
this country. 

The eyesight of many children in 
local public schools is being hurt be- 
cause school officials have failed to 
place window shades over the schoo! 
windows to keep out the glaring sun- 
shine, Mrs. Giles Scott Rafter said.

Control ani- 
mals on the same diet, but getting 
no cod liver oil by the mother’s milk 
route, developed rickets. 

Some years ago Drs. Hess and Wein- 
Stock tried the same experiment and 
/came to the opposite conclusion. It 
Was their opinion that the baby must 
take cod liver oi] out of a spoon. Mac- 
Collum thinks faulty nutrition may 
have caused the bad results in the Hess 
In the MacCollum experi- 
;ence it was found that the baby de- 
' veloped rickets if he was badly nour- 
ished, even though he was getting cod 
liver oll or the vitamines therefrom in 
breast milk. 


| It is well to know that a poor state 
of nutrition and poor digestion ts able 
to cause rickets in a baby that is 
‘(drinking enough vitamines and of the 
right kind. 

It is well to know that a mother 
can protect her baby against rickets 
by taking some cod liver oll during her 
pregnancy and continuing it while the 
baby-.is at the beast. 

But this demonstration runs parallel 
with another one of even greater in- 
terest. Prevention of rickets by tak- 
ing cod liver oj] is important; preven- 
ition by exposure to sunlight and fresh 
nir ie still more important. Steenbock 
has shown that exposure of a cow to 
sunlight and even to the proper kind 
of artificial ight will cause her milk 
| to contain vitamines. That's why the 
| milk from pastured cows is more whole- 
/some than from stabled cows.

‘hood can protect her baby by getting 
(plenty of Nght and air. She can con- 
tinue this by getting plenty of light 
and air while she is breast feeding.

Kingdoni of Nepal 
Gets First Railway

The first railway to be constructed in 
the kingdom of Nepal, an independent 
kingdom of India, situated along the 
southern slope of the Himalayas, was 
recently opened with elaborate cere- 
monies, in which the king and mahara- 
jah of Nepal participated, according to 
a dispatch yesterday to the Department 
of Commerce from Consul W. L. Jen- 
kins, in Calcutta. 

Nepal is in a sense the most moun- 
tainous country in the world, since it 
includes Mount Everest, the highest peak 


on the globe. The railroad runs from 
Raxaul,

LEVELAND, Ohio, April 6.—Basket- 

ball news was fired with a re- 

sounding report from a double- 
barrelled gun here today when directors 
of the American Professional basket- 
pall league met in annual executive 
session. The biggest player trade dn 
the league’s history, involving Wash- 
ington and Philadelphia and what 
might be called a divorce of amateur 
and professional rules were put 
through. 

Six stars of professional basketball 
were shifted by their owners, George 
Marshall, of Washington, and Jules 
Aronson, of Philadelphia, as the result 
of a conference preceding the regular 
league meeting. Without having ut- 
tered a single word about the matter 
previous to today, the two club owners 
agreed within fifteen minutes on @ 
trade which sends George Glasco, for- 
ward; “Tillie’’ Voss, center, and Teddy 
Kearns, guard; from Washington to 
Philadelphia in exchange for Chick 
Passon, forward, “Stretch” Meehan, 
center, and Harry Riconda, guard. 

And closely following cn the heels of 
this. unprecedented transaction the 
league directors voted to define an 
original s2t of playing rules for pro- 
fessional basketball, thus entirely elimi- 
nating the influence heretofore felt 
from the amateur sport. 

Both owners and the other magnates 
here seemed to believe that the teams 
involved in the player trade derived 
mutual benefit. 


In obtaining Passon, Meehan and 
Riconda, the Palace club’ has 
trengthened considerably on the 
offensive, especially so in the case 
of Passon, who finished the 1926- 
27 season third hi~hest in the in- 
dividual scoring with a total of 367 
voints for 41 games. 


None of the trio Philadelphia .got in 
the deal boasted of any figure rivaling 
that, but Owner Aronson stated that 
Glasco, Voss and Kearns would “make” 
his’ Quaker quintet in the next cam- 
paign. 

Aronson pointed out that Kearns’ 
services to Philadelphia should be al- 
most invaluable, since he will team up 
with the player alongside of whom he 
flashed the best basketball of his ca- 
reer while playing for Trenton ir the 
old Eastern league several years ago. 
That old buddy of Kearns is Tommy 
Barlow, the Quakers’ husky guard. 
When this pair worked together at 
Trenton it was said then that no other 
two guards in the country could com- 
pare with them. 

Marshall was as jubilant over his end 
of the bargain as was Aronson over 
his. The Washington president said: 
“Well, here’s a championship ball club 
at last. We ought to make them all 
look sick next year and give to Wash- 
ington its first professional basketball 
title.

Mills Declares Securities in 
Life Insurance Reserve 
May Be Used. 


M’CARL RULING STANDS 


The problem confronting Director 
Frank T. Hines, of the veterans bu- 
reau, as to what means shall be taken 
to insure a sufficient fund for making 
loans to veterans, has been solved, it 
was learned yesterday. 

Acting Secretary of the Treasury Mills 
said that, in case additional funds, be- 
yond the moneys that accrue each 
month to the government life insur- 
ance fund, are needed to advance loans 
to veterans, such funds will be pro- 
vided by the temporary sale of bonds 
that now belong to the life insurance 
fund. 

Before the veterans’ loan matter pre- 
sented difficulties through the refusal 
of banks to make loans, the Secretary 
of the Treasury had invested moneys 
belonging to the life insurance fund 
in bonds and other securities. 

Mr. Mills said that a sufficient num- 
ber of the bonds could be sold tempo- 
rarily to advantage, and could be re- 
purchased. It would merely be a mat- 
ter of reinvestment, he said. 

It was indicated therefore that it 
would not be necessary for the veterans 
bureau to request from Comptroller 
General McCarl a reconsideration of the 
matter of transferring to the life insur- 
ance fund $25,000,000 from the bonus 
certificate fund, since sufficient moneys 
for loans could be insured in this man- 
ner.

PARENTS ARE REQUIRED 
AT SOCIAL FUNCTIONS 


Boy Patrol Continued as of 
Real Value—Suspension of 
Miss Parks Upheld. 


Stricter supervision of approved high 
school fraternities and sororities, di- 
viding between home and school re- 
sponsibility for the conduct of the or- 
ganizations, was provided in action 
taken by the board of education yester- 

ay. 

Regulations adopted forbid organiza- 
tions already approved by the board 
from conducting initiations of any kind 
or transacting any business other than 
routine, at meetings not attended by at 
least one faculty supervisor, under pain 
of withdrawing approval. 

Before meetings of any nature may 
be held, the board ruled, student or- 
ganizations must submit plans to their 
faculty advisors, and receive their sanc- 
tion. Likewise a report of the meeting 
must afterwards be made to these ad- 
visors. 

Chaperons for Socials. 


Although the board provided that 
attendance of only one parent was 
necessary at purely social meetings 
held in the home, it was decided that 
social functions held in other than 
either the home or school must be 
chaperoned by three parents of three 
different members of the organization. 
These must agree to the arrangement 
beforehand, in writing. 

Reporting on the success of the 
system already in vogue in the schools, 
Superintendent of Schools Frank W. 
Ballou said: 

“The placing of fraternities, sororities 
and similar organizations among the 
students of the various high schools 
upon an approval basis has been gen- 
erally satisfactory. The students have 
shown a most commendable spirit in 
meeting the requirements and modi- 
fications which seemed necessary to 
make their organizations conform to 
the desirable standards.” 

He explained that additional regula- 
tions are necessary to set up a more 
definite method of supervision by the 
school and a c’*arer definition of the 
division of responsibility for supervision 
between the home and the school.

Requested by the District commis- 
sioners to submit an opinion on the 
continuance of schoolboy patrols, be- 
cause of accidents to two of the stu- 
dents enrolled, the board unanimously 
opposed termination of the project. 
Reading letters in support of his state- 
ments, Dr. Ballou told the members he 
believed the patrol of real value, both 
in protecting classmates from passing 
motorists, and affording training in 
responsibility. 

The board upheld the suspension of 
Miss Adella Parks, of the Mott school, 
“for conduct unbecoming a teacher,” 
although it offered her a “trial” after 
hearing her petition for the lifting of 
the suspension. 

In a statement issued following dis- 
position of the case, and approved by 
the board, President Charles F. Carusi 
directed that teachers in all the schools 
be informed that the board of educa- 
tion is in no sense a court, and may 
suspend a teacher without proving her 
guilt after the manner of a court of 
law. 

First Duty Is to Pupils. 


“The first duty of the board of edu- 
cation,” he said, “is toward the chil- 
dren, whose morale will be seriously in- 
jured if they are forced to continue 
under a teacher who is publicly known 
to have been guilty of misconduct, and 
the protection of the children can not 
depend upon the willingness or unwill- 
ingness of the injured party to come 
forward.” 

Dr. Ballou announced the appoint- 
ment of Dr. George K. Anderson, of 
George Washington university; Mrs. 
Howard Lincoln Hodgkins, Mrs. Maude 
Howell Smith, Harold Philips and the 
Rev. Edmund H. Stevens as judges for 
spring plays to he presented in the 
high schools.

To Remodel Franklin School. 


In adopting the report of the build- 
ing and grounds committee the board 
recommended that the municipal arch- 
itect prepare plans, specifications and 
estimates for remodeling the entrance, 
and storage vaults of the Franklin ad- 
ministration building, made necessary 
by the widening of Thirteenth street. 
The municipa! architect was further 
requested to draw plans and make con- 
tracts for the installation of fireproof 
curtains, together with grid and sprin- 
kler systems, in the auditorium of the 
Central and Dunbar High schools. This 
lack was cited in the report of the fire 
marshal. 

Allotment of $1,410 was authorized 
for the placement of names on nineteen 
school buildings not now carrying a 
name or designation. A $13,000 orga 
was authorized for the McKinley Tech- 
nical High school, and $2,000 allotted 
for transferring portables from the 
Truesdell school and the Allison school 
site to the Garrison school.

February 7 to Margaret E. Lettow, 
7-year-old daughter of Charles H, Lete 
tow, against W. A. Simpson, dairyman, 
for alleged personal ajuries was set 
aside yesterday by Justice Siddons itn 
circuit court. Simpson was awarded a 
new trial.

It was charged a truck atuct 
the girl and fractured her hip ~ M™, 
Welch, counsel for Simpson, contended 
the verdict was excessive and tha’ the 
child had been taught, to exaggerate 
her limp while in court.
